MANY MEASURES 


Sixty-eight Bille Ay Approved 


Executive. 


Appropriations That Total 
$2,808,020 Now Legal. 


Public Defender Act is Among 
Those Approved. 


(SY A4 P. NIGHT WIRE) 
SACRAMENTO, May 24.—State 
budget appropriation bills totaling 
$2,808,020 were among the sixty- 
eight measures signed by Gev. 
Stephens today. These were the first 
bills carrying appropriations to be 
appreved hy the Governor since the 
bill-signing period n. Most of 
the appropriations are fer buildings, 
repairs and purchasing additione! 
land for State institutions and nor- 
mal schools, 
The Governor alse signed Assembly 
Bill 235, known as the publie de- 
fender bill. The measure authorizes 
the election of public defenders in 
counties of the fi 
inclusive, and fixes their salaries as 
follows: 

First and second-class counties, 
$5000 per year; third class, $4000; 
fourth to ninth elass, $1600. 

The duty eof a public defender 
would be to represent poor persons 
in eriminal and civil actions, and in 
wase disputes where the sym in- 
volved does not exceed $100.

SENATE COMMITTEE 
TO QUIZ NEWBERRY. 


DECIDE TO REOPEN SENATOR'S 
CASE DESPITE COURT 
DECISION. 


[SZCIASIVE 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Noth- 
withstanding the Supreme Court de- 
cision freeing Senator Newberry of 
Miahigan the Senate Privileges and 
Elections Committee decided today 
to reopen the case and thoreughly 
investigate the charges that he won 
his Senate seat by extravagant and 
unlawful expenditure of money. 

The Supreme Court set aside the 
conviction of Newberry on the ground 
that the seetion ef the law regulat- 
ing Senatorial primaries was uncon- 
stitutienal. The investigation new to 
be made will cover the expenditures 
made in Senater Newhberry’s behalf 
in the election campaign. 

Alfred Lucking, attorney for Henry 
Ford, told the committee that he 
would be able te prove that two or 
three times $176,000 was spent in 
Mr. Newberry's behalf. It had pre- 
viously been charged that New- 
berry'’s expenditures were $176,000. 
Lucking declared that evidence 
weuld also be supplied te shew that 
practically all the money came from 
the Newb§rry estate. 

Senator Townsend of Michigan 
urged the committee to drop the 
case. He declared that Senator New- 
berry was the victim of persistent 
persecution. When the investigation 
was completed he predicted there 


would he ne proef ef wronsdeing 


an Newberry's part. 

Senater Tewnsend esseried that 
Ford's demand for a Senaterial in- 
vestigation was merely a scheme to 
get Genater Newberry on the stand 
and eross-examine and humiliate 


him.

To make, dissolve | 
half a cake of compressed yeast in 
half a’cup‘of lukewarm milk: add 
half a cup of flour and beat until 
smooth; place in a warm place to 
rise. Beat to a cream one-half cup 
of butter with half a cup of sugar | 
and add to the well-risen sponge 
with two cups of sifted flour, three | 
well-beaten eggs, three-quarters cup | 
of chopped seeded raisins, three 
quarters cup of seedless raisins and 
the grated rind of one lemon. Mix 
well and fill well-buttered muffin 
tins half full. Place in a warm place 
until light and double in bulk and 
bake in a moderate oven. Remove 
from the oven and cover at once 
with a frosting made from one cup 
of powdered sugar. one and a half 
tablespoons of hot water and one 
and a half tablespoons of orange 
juice. | 

FOR CREAM PUFFS. 


For delicious cream puffs place in 
a saucepan one cup of washed but- | 
ter and two cups of boiling water. 
bring to a boil and add all at once 
two cups of sifted flour. Stir until. 
it forms a ball that will not stick 
to the sides of the pan. Place the 
cooked paste in a bowl and beat 
in, one at a time, six eggs. With a | 
teaspoon place the mixture in little | 
balls on buttered pans, two inches 
apart. Bake twenty to thirty min- 
utes in a moderate oven. When cool 
cut a small slit in the side and fill 
with whipped cream mixed with 
seediess raisins or chocolate filling. 
Dip tops in white frosting. 

For the chocolate filling add to 
one and a half cups of scalded milk 
half a cup of flour mixed to a 
smooth paste with half a cup of 
cold milk. Place in a double boiler 
and cook fifteen minutes, stirring 
constantly. Beat the yolks of four 
eggs with one cup of sugar and a 
quarter teaspoon of salt and stir 
into the hot mixture. Add two 
squares of melted chocolate and 
one tablespoon of butter; cook un- 
til well blended, remove from the 
fire, cool and flavor with vanilla or 
almond.
